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in  copyi?ig  the  necessary  inforjnation  from  the 
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Conditions  of  Sale 


1.  Rejection  of  Bids.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value 
of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance, 
may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be 
likely  to  aftect  the  sale  injuriously. 

2.  The  Buyer.  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute 
arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the 
same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute.

Articles  not  paid  for  in  full  and  not  called  for  by  the  purchaser  or  agent 
by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale  may  be  turned  over  by  the 
Association  to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to  and  stored  in  some  warehouse 
until  the  time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to  the  purchaser,  and  the  cost  of 
such  cartage  and  storage  and  any  other  charges  will  be  charged  against  the 
purchaser  and  the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or 
storage  will  be  upon  the  purchaser.  (Q^In  any  instance  where  the  purchase 
bill  has  not  been  paid  in  full  by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale, 
the  Association  and  the  auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any  other  stipulation 
in  these  conditions  of  sale  notwithstanding,  in  respect  to  any  or  all  lots

parties  engaged  for  such  service. 
9.  Guaranty.  The  Association  exercises  great  care  to  catalogue  every  lot 
correctly  and  endeavors  therein  and  also  at  the  actual  time  of  the  sale  to 
point  out  any  error,  defect  or  imperfection,  but  guaranty  is  not  made  either 
by  the  owner  or  the  Association  of  the  cosrectness  of  the  description, 
genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  any  lot  and  no  sale  will  be  set 
aside  on  account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloguing  or  imperfection 
not  noted  or  pointed  out.   Every  lot  is  sold  "as  is"  and  without  recourse. 

10.  Records.  The  records  of  the  auctioneer  and  the  Association  are  in  all  cases 
to  be  considered  final  and  the  highest  bid  shall  in  all  cases  be  accepted  by 
both  buyer  and  seller  as  the  value  against  which  all  claims  for  losses  or 
damage  shall  lie.

FOREWORD 


THE  P'.  W.  Ayer  collection  of  New  England  furniture  and  deco- 
rations aptly  follows  upon  the  dispersal  of  the  Pennsylvania  col- 
lection formed  by  the  late  Howard  Reifsnyder,  and  marks  the 
close  of  the  art  season  of  1928-9.  The  collection  consists  largely  of  rural 
furniture  in  pine,  maple,  cherry  and  birch,  together  with  a  few  rarities  in 
mahogany;  the  majority  of  these  pieces  have  been  discovered  by  Mr.  Ayer 
in  the  outljing  districts  of  Maine  during  a  residence  of  fifty  years  in  this 
State. 

The  early  country  pieces  include  banister-  and  slat-back  chairs,  of 
which  the  sausage-turned  maple  slat-back  armchair  [No.  208]  is  an  out- 
standing example ;  tavern  and  breakfast  tables,  pine  settles,  highboys  and 
chests.  A  fine  Connecticut  chest  in  oak  [No.  394],  dating  from  the  close 
of  the  seventeenth  century  is  representative  of  one  of  the  most  desirable 
types  of  Pilgrim  furniture;  chests  as  a  class  comprise  in  fact  the  first 
examples  of  decorative  furniture  made  in  the  colonies. 

An  extraordinary  group  of  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  Windsor 
chairs  of  every  variety  includes  bow-back,  fan-back,  comb-back,  arrow- 
back,  brace-back  and  writing  chairs,  settees  and  a  crib;  these  form  one  of 
the  largest  and  most  complete  collections  of  Windsor  chairs  in  America,  and 
indicate  the  enormous  vogue  enjoyed  by  this  class  of  chair  from  the  middle 
of  the  eighteenth  century  down  to  the  present  day.  Mention  may  be 
made  of  a  set  of  six  bamboo-turned  ten-spindle  Windsors  [No.  423], 
which  as  a  set  are  virtually  unique,  single  examples,  even,  being  ver\'  rarely 
found. 

A  collection  of  child's  furnitine  contains  a  niunber  of  Windsor  and 
slat-back  high  chairs  and  two  interesting  chairs  in  the  transitional  Hepple- 
white  style,  probably  of  English  origin. 

Of  the  style  and  period  of  Chippendale  arc  several  finely  carved 
chairs,  the  most  remarkable  being  a  comb-back  roundabout  chair  [No.  459] 
with  three  strap-scrolled  splats;  a  large  group  of  English  and  American 
mirrors;  a  mahogany  tilting-top  table  [No.  428]  noteworthy  for  the  open- 
work carving  of  the  edge;  and  two  block-front  chests  of  drawers  [Nos. 
442  and  446],  characteristic  of  Rhode  Island  and  finished  with  the  care- 
ful craftsmanship  of  the  time.  Of  the  later  mahogany  period  we  would 
mention  an  inlaid  tambour-front  escritoire  [No.  437],  an  interesting 
'Louisiana'  card  table  [No.  434]  from  the  collection  of  a  former  G(W- 
ernor  of  Maine,  inlaid  with  the  insignia  of  the  United  States  of  America 
at  the  inclusion  of  Louisiana  as  the  eighteenth  state;   and  the  rare  lyre 


table  [No.  444]  executLcl  by  the  doyen  of  New  ^'ork  cabinetmakers,  Dun- 
can Phyfe,  and  characterized  by  the  beautiful  detail  of  the  laurel  carving 
and  the  festoon  on  the  frieze.  A  similar  table  is  illustrated  in  C.  O. 
Cornelius,  Furniture  Masterpieces  of  Duncan  Phyje^  1922,  pi.  XLV.  An 
elaborately  carved  cornucopia  settee  [No.  452]  typifies  the  finer  taste  of 
the  Empire  period. 

The  interest  shown  by  Mr.  Ayer  in  the  selection  of  clocks  is  evi- 
denced by  the  inclusion  of  not  less  than  twenty-one  examples,  which  range 
from  a  primitive  English  water  clock  to  the  elegant  tall-case  timepieces 
of  the  eighteenth  and  early  nineteenth  century.  The  delightful  minia- 
ture tall-case  clock  by  Timothy  Chandler  of  Concord,  N.  H.  [No.  413], 
stresses  the  simplicity  of  an  earlier  period  with  the  conservatism  that  has 
perpetuated  favorite  types  of  American  furniture.  In  sequence,  we  would 
mention  the  three  fine  banjo  clocks  with  decorated  glass  panels  and  the 
tall-case  clock  with  original  label  [No.  215]  by  Aaron  Willard.  This 
last-mentioned  is  a  beautifully  proportioned  piece  with  fret-carved  hood 
and  inlaid  case. 

Included  in  the  collection  is  a  French  Gothic  carved  oak  credence, 
an  important  Louis  XV  boudoir  secretaire  by  J.  P.  Latz  [M.E.  1736] 
a  small  marqueterie  occasional  table  signed  Petit,  from  Duveen  Brothers, 
and  a  Brussels  seventeenth  century  tapestry. 

The  decorative  objects  comprise  Colonial  hrasswork,  early  Sandwich 
and  other  American  glass,  Italian  majolica,  china  and  lustre  ware  and 
about  twenty  fine  hooked  rugs.
